In his long and verbose speech of ac 
ceptance, Mr. Harding, in eloquence of 
the vintage of about thirty years ago, un- 
conditionally surrenders to Johnson and 
Borah. Mr. Taft, whose influence would 
have perhaps been of real valne to Mr. 
Harding, has been thrown overboard, and 
Mr. Knox has been appeased. In short, 
to use the words of one of the leading 
editors of the day, ‘he has gone back 
on thé majority of the Republican Sena- 
‘tors—ineluding ' himself—and° has given 
in to the small minority.’’ Mr. Harding 
has gone the limit and placed himself on 
record’ as against ratifying the Treaty 
on any terms and dpposed.to éntering the 
League of Nations: upon any conditions. 
He has therefore ‘‘seuttled the ship of 
state insteadeof laying a true course for 
her.’ F 
The Senatot’s cloud of words may have 
been promulgated for the purpose of ob- 
securing his real meaning, but this is one 
of the things that he was not able suffi- 
ciently to obscure. By carefully dissect- 
ing his verbosity, it is easy to see that 
he has thrown overboard the whole pre- 
vious program of his party, or at: least 
the pretended program of the Republican 
party. He has joined the ‘‘bitter-enders”’ 
—is opposed to the League however 
amended. And, as the New York Times 
clearly remarks, ‘‘this opens: the way 
for any positive. plan which. Governor 
Cox may propose. -Anything' wffirmative 
hy the Democrats will be better than this 
deadly Republican negative.’ ‘This view 
is reflected in general throughout the in- 
dependent and liberal préss of the nation, 
practically none but the Republican. or- 
gans upholding the Harding position, 

In making his position plain, Mr. Hard- 
ing said, ‘‘It will avail nothing to dis- 
cuss in detail, the League Covenant, 
which was conceived for world super- 
government.’? Then he says in another 
section, ‘‘T promise you formal and effec- 
tive peace so quickly as a Republican 
- Congress can pass its declaration for a 
Republican Executive to sign.’? This, 
among independent newspapers and po- 
litical observers, is regarded as nothing 
more than a reviving of the Knox reso- 
lution. ‘ 

Then, throwing aside the veil of deceit 
for a moment, Mr. Harding makes it 
plain that the Republican party. wishes 
‘9 kill the present League, merely to pro- 
mulgate a new league and thus secure 
the credit for it, which means that he 
would favor juggling the peace of the 
world and our future: prosperity in order 
to gain partisan advantage.
